Overseer of Tennessee. ; 
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An Interview With the Secretary of State 
; Mr Ftull Promises Ghid in Ftaitian Disruption 








HROUGH the highly appreciated 
cooperation of our ministers (who 
secured more than 36,500 signatures of 
members and friends of the Church of 
God, including approximately 2,000 city, 
state and national officials) and through 
the direct assistance of Congressman Jos- 
eph R. Bryson, of South Carolina, and 
Estes Kefauver (who represents our 
Third Congressional District, including 
Chattanooga and Cleveland), Colonel 
Charles S$. Mayfield and I were privileged 
to appear in person before the Honorable 
Cordell Hull, that great statesman— 
doubtless as great as is living today. One 
is convinced of his greatness by meeting 
him and realizing his great responsibility 
and seeing how unswervingly he stands 
for right in the midst of this, the most 
perilous time in the history of the world. 
Frankly, I was most deeply impressed 
with his kindly spirit and his courageous 
yet friendly disposition, being able to 
understand and sympathize with us in 
our need. I feel safer about our Govern- 
ment since knowing we have such out- 
standing characters at its head as the 
Honorable Cordell Hull. 
The Conference 

After the greeting, Congressman Jos- 
eph R. Bryson and Congressman Estes 
Kefauver introduced Colonel Charles S. 
Mayfield and myself. The conversation 
which followed is given in part below: 

Mr. Hull: Have seats, gentlemen. Well, 
how has it been with you lately? 

One of the Congressmen: Very well, 
thank you. 

Mr. Hull: I mean under the circum- 
stances. It has been mighty stormy here. 

One of the Congressmen: We realize 
that you must have a tremendous respon- 
sibility here lately. 

Mr. Hull: Yes. 

Mr. Mayfield: Judge Hull, we have 
come to you on a matter concerning the 
Church of God’s churches being closed in 
Haiti, a matter of which we wrote you 
sometime ago. 

Mr. Hull: Yes, I remember about that. 

Mr. Mayfield: Rev. Walker has a peti- 
tion to which he has secured over 36,500 
signatures, representing a constituency in 
forty-one states, containing approximate- 
ly 2,000 city and state officials, among 
whom are Congressman Joseph Bryson, 
of South Carolina; Senator Tom Stewart, 
of Tennessee; Congressman Kefauver, of 
Tennessee; Governor Eugene Talmadge, 
of Georgia; Governor J. W. Broughton, 
of North Carolina; and mayors of some

of our prominent cities, including Mayor 
Ed Bass, of Chattanooga, Tennessee, 
Mayor Walter Chandler, of Memphis, 
Mayor Stewart, of Cincinnati, Mayor 
John Connors, of East St. Louis, the 
mayors of Dallas, Texas, and Louisville, 
Kentucky. 

Mr. Hull broke in with: That is very 
nice and impressive. 

Mr. Mayfield: The Church of God now 
has a membership of some 80,000 and 
missions in many foreign countries. There 
was a time, however, when they were 
looked down upon, ridiculed; but that 
day is past. They are respected. In fact, 
they are the most respected church in 
our city for the things they are doing. 
They have taken men who were consid- 
ered of no account and have made re- 
spectable citizens of them— 

Congressman Bryson, adding: That is 
especially true from our district in South 
Carolina, too, Mr. Hull. 

Mr. Mayfield, continuing: Recently 
they have built a nice beautiful new 
brick orphanage on their farm just two 
or three miles south of Cleveland. 

Congressman Kefauver, adding: Yes, I 
have seen the new home. It is a_ large 
beautiful home. 

Mr. Mayfield: Since the United States 
has demonstrated its interest in religious 
liberty in Russia, I presume that our 
Government is particularly interested in 
religious liberties and freedom of wor- 
ship for our people. 

Mr. Hull: Yes, indeed, we are! 

Mr. Mayfield: In Haiti they have closed 
75— 

Mr. Walker: 145 churches and outsta- 
tions. 

Mr. Mayfield, continuing: 145 
churches and missions have been closed, 
prohibiting about 15,000 converts the 
privilege of religious worship, without 
an opportunity to prove its innocency. 
Some of them have been arrested and 
thrown into jail without a trial. Since 
closing the churches they have arrested 
ten members, two of whom they have ac- 
quitted. Eight were even sentenced to 
six months’ imprisonment and a fine 
equivalent to $80. Eighty dollars, when 
taken in consideration of the fact that 
the Haitians receive less than $1 a year 
per capita, means almost a lifetime im- 
prisonment to some of them. 


Mr. Hull: Yes! What did you say 


about two of them? 

Mr. Mayfield: They were acquitted. 

One of these men was sitting by the 
door of his house reading his Bible when 
an accuser came along and said, “What 
are you reading that book for? Don’t 
you know all your church doors are 
closed?” 

The man answered, “Yes, I know the 
doors to our churches are closed, but 
the doors to heaven are not, and I get 
great consolation to my soul in reading 
this book.” The accuser rushed away, 
secured a police and tried to have the 
man arrested; but the police refused to 
arrest the man, saying he saw no just 
cause for arrest. The persecutor added, 
“You come with me tonight, and you 
will see that they will be singing and 
praying.” That night they returned and 
found them singing and praying in their 
home and arrested two of them and threw 
them into jail, then sent them away 
about 150 miles to be tried. They, of 
course, were acquitted, but were forced to 
endure the embarrassment of the affair. 


Mr. Hull: Is that covered in the 
brief ? 

Mr. Mayfield: No. (Mr. Hull took 
notes. ) 


Mr. Mayfield: The Church of God 
is, of course, a bit enthusiastic in their 
worship. They get happy, shout, and 
sing; and I remember we Methodists 
some twenty or more years ago used to 
shout in our meetings, but we don’t have 
so much of that now, and I am afraid 
we don’t have so much of the old-time 
religion either. No doubt, Judge, you can 
remember a number of years ago up 
around Carthage, Tennessee, that the 
Methodists and Baptists used to shout. 

Mr. Hull: I surely do, and (speaking 
for the people at Carthage) we still shout 
down there; and when we shout, we 
shout. 

Mr. Mayfield: Mr. Walker has a his- 
tory of the Church of God which he 
wishes to present to you. 

Mr. Hull: Thank you. I am quite sure 
I don’t have one, and I shall be glad to 
receive it. 

Mr. Mayfield: In the history you will 
find an account of the Kluzits on page— 

Mr. Walker, finishing: Page 125. 

Mr. Mayfield: The Kluzits are college 
gtaduates and teachers who were con-

OR centuries there has been no greater 

menace and goad to Christianity than 
the spirit of communism. The very creed of communism is 
against any theory of God and is based upon the teaching of 
Karl Marx, a German social philoso- 
pher, who wished to abolish the idea 
of God, king or priest, and make all 
men equal to each other and subject 
to no particular one. The communistic 
regime of Russia has been built upon 
this theory. Insofar as those in au- 
thority have power to do it, the 
Christian religion has been abolished. 
But news comes to us from many 
sources that the Poles and some others 
are now allowed freedom of worship. 
The break between the Nazi regime 
and alliance with the democracies 
has possibly had a great deal to do with 
this change, and its development may 
be greatly to the comfort and consola- 
tion of Christianity everywhere. 

In a Sunday morning sermon at 

North Cleveland, R. P. Johnson, First 
Assistant General Overseer of the 
Church of God, said, “I believe that 
God will again open the door of Rus- 
sia to the gospel.” This belief is 
shared by many press correspondents, 
but whether the result is speedy or 
even comes at all, let it be known 
that God knows the intentions of 
these countries which have relegated 
Him to the background, and His eyes are upon the whole 
theatre of this war, its cause and effects, and it is believed by 
us that He will have something to do with its results. 
N the strict sense of the word, Chris- 
tianity and righteousness are synony- 
mous. Christianity is therefore the great antedote for evil and 
is the positive cure for that terrible degenerative and godless 
condition into which communities, states and nations have 
lapsed, and it is only through genuine Christianity that such 
a cure can be wrought. 

In our so-called Christian America it is self-evident that all 
the leaders are not Christians. Those who are ungodly and 
void of the spirit of Christ so greatly outnumber the Chris-

HROUGH the lush Twenties we of 

America were giving most of our 
attention to material things. We were 
running after wealth, making a business 
of pleasure, reveling in our prosperity, 
but placing in deadly peril our way of 
life. Then came the despondent Thirties 
with their hardships, bitterness and mad 
scramble to protect material gains. 

Twenty years of life had passed and 
we had been too busy with our personal 
affairs to realize that there is something 
more fundamental than temporary ma- 
terial joys, too busy to appreciate the un- 
derlying principles of our Government 
which had given us the opportunity to 
follow our individual pursuits, too busy 
to recognize that devotion to ideals and 
faith in God were more important than 
everything we had sought after. 

But now we have been jolted out of 
our complacency by the appearance of 
a new and terrible and violent doctrine; 
a doctrine based upon hate, force, greed 
and ambition; a doctrine which disdains 
honor, destroys freedom and denies every 
principle upon which our nation is found- 
ed. We utterly reject such a doctrine, but 
we view its amazing spread throughout 
the world. We feel sure that such a doc- 
trine cannot prevail and yet we see it 
rolling forward in many directions. 


We are beset by doubts, confusion and 
disturbance of mind, and the rush of 
events seems to have swept aside most of 
the things which we had counted on 
as sure and certain. The awful suspense 
of being on the brink of a terrible war 
has appalled us. The tangled confusion 
of international friendships and hates 
causes us to wonder who is friend and 
who is foe. The discouraging setbacks 
in America’s defense efforts have shaken 
our self-assurance. The selfishness, greed 
and ambition which have brought all of 
this on loom high ahead. 


At this time, perhaps more than at 
any other time in the history of our 
country, we need something to be sure 
of, something sound and fine to cling 
to, some anchor to hold us firmly during 
the stormy days ahead. That something 
for which we are all groping, if we will 
but realize it, is right here today with 
each one of us and available for instant 
use and application. 


Since the day that God first brought 
order out of chaos, and throughout all 
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the troublous history of mankind, the 
one steadfast pillar which has remained 
unshaken and unbent has been faith, 
faith in the eternal triumph of good, 
faith in God Almighty. 


Today let us have a rebirth of that 
faith, let that faith be strong and alive, 
let it be a faith of deeds as well as 
thought. With faith comes realization 
that right will prevail. Our fears and 
doubts and confusion of mind will van- 
ish and in their place will come clear 
thinking and strong determination. And 
with faith will come an understanding 
of the spiritual values. 


A renewed recognition of the spiritual 
values will make our public officials true 
leaders of democracy and our _ people 
united and invincible. The woes and tra- 
vail of this world today will give way 
to peace and happiness when truth, jus- 
tice and godliness become paramount in 
the mind and soul of man.

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_. A Little Church History . . 


| pape questions have recently arisen 
as to the beginning of the organi- 
zation that we now know as the Church 
of God. It happened back in the moun- 
tains of Monroe County, Tennessee, in 
the year 1884, that a Baptist minister by 
the name of Richard G. Spurling became 
greatly dissatisfied with his church. In 
his sincere objections, he began an in- 
tense study of the Bible and church his- 
tory with a view to a reformation. After 
two years he called a conference of others 
who believed as he, and from this con- 
ference a local church was set in order 
at a place known as the Barney Creek 
meetinghouse in Monroe County, Ten- 
nessee. Brother Spurling delivered a very 
forceful sermon, emphasizing the need 
of a reformation, and placed this propo- 
sition before the people present: “As 
many Christians as are here present, that 
are desirous to be free from all man- 
made creeds and traditions, and are will- 
ing to take the New Testament, or law 
of Christ, as your only rule of faith and 
practice; giving each other equal rights 
and privileges to read and interpret for 
yourselves as your conscience may dic- 
tate, and are willing to sit together as the 
Church of God to transact business as 
the same, come forward.” In response to 
that proposition, eight persons came 
forth and presented themselves, and gave 
each other the right hand of fellowship. 
The names of these charter members 
were Richard G. Spurling, John Plemons, 
Sr., Polly Plemons, Barbara Spurling, 
Margaret Lauftus, Melinda Plemons, John 
Plemons, Jr., and Adeline Lauftus. The 
elder Richard Spurling soon died and his 
son, Richard Spurling, Jr., became the 
pastor of the newly-organized church. 
He was ordained on September 26, 1886. 
This little church grew very slowly, 
making little, if any, progress in that 
particular country where it was set in 
order, but Brother Richard Spurling, Jr., 
continued to preach. 

The year of 1896 saw a decided turn in 
the seemingly retarded progress. Three 
men who lived in that community be- 
came greatly wrought upon by the Spirit 
and began a meeting at the old Shearer 
schoolhouse in Cherokee County, North 
Carolina. At the close of the revival the 
people who had become converted began 
a Sunday school and regular prayer meet- 
ings were conducted by William F. 
Bryant, a leading man of the commun- 
ity. The people seemed to know very lit- 
tle about the Bible but they did know 
that they had met the Lord. They prayed, 
shouted and exhorted until hundreds of 
hard-hearted sinners were broken down 
under conviction and came to God, until 
the revival soon extended into two or 
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three adjoining counties. During these 
years Brother Spurling would often come 
among the people of North Carolina, but 
it was not until May 15, 1902, that any 
plan of government was adopted. On 
that day a number of sincere followers 
of Christ who were tired of the loose 
way the new movement had been going, 
met at the home of W. F. Bryant in 
Cherokee County, North Carolina, and 
under the direction of Rev. R. G. Spurl- 
ing, Jr., who had tried so many times 
before to show them the need of gov- 
ernment, an organization was affected. 

The story has been told by some that 
the Church was set in order by A. J. 
Tomlinson, but according to history it 
was June, 1903, when A. J. Tomlinson, 
who had been reared on a farm in Indiana 
and came to North Carolina as a colpor- 
teur, became acquainted with the Church 
and joined it and was ordained by Rich- 
ard Spurling, Jr., and W. F. Bryant. We 
give below a statement by W. F. Bryant, 
who, with his wife and daughter, Mrs. El- 
la Thompson, became a charter member of 
the Church set in order in his home on 
May 15, 1902. All of these are now mem- 
bers of the Church of God in Cleveland. 
The statement of Brother Bryant fol- 
lows: 

“In 1891 I was wonderfully sancti- 
fied by the power of God and received 
the Holy Ghost with the Bible evidence. 
It caused quite a commotion in the com- 
munity, and especially the church I be- 
longed to, insomuch that they brought 
charges against us and turned forty out 
of our local church for claiming sanc- 
tification. Then, after much prayer and 
studying God’s Word, we saw the need 
of a church governed by the New Tes- 
tament. We spoke to our congregation 
about a church. Some were in favor while 
others had a fearful heart as the persecu- 
tions were very great, but we kept pray- 
ing God to bring the honest hearts to- 
gether and turn the light of the New 
Testament Church on them, which He 
did. Then we called the people together 
to organize the New Testament Church, 
so in my home, in Cherokee County, 
North Carolina, R. G. Spurling, Jr., and I 
organized the Church with about seven- 
teen members. God wonderfully blessed 
the work in that day with signs following. 
These experiences were new to us. We 
had God only as our leader. More than 
a year later A. J. Tomlinson came down 
from Culberson, North Carolina, to in- 
vestigate the New Testament Church. 
After he, R. G. Spurling, and I spent 
hours praying and searching the Scrip- 
tures, Brother Tomlinson said he was 
thoroughly convinced of the Church and 
became a member. The Church set him 


forth as a minister. R. G. Spurling and 
myself ordained him. 
(Signed) “W. F. Bryant.”

I, Ottis Hewett, a notary public in 
aforesaid state and county, do hereby af- 
firm that W. F. Bryant, personally known 
to me, personally appeared before me and 
affirmed that he signed the foregoing 
statements of his own free will and voli- 
tion, this 22nd day of October, 1941. 
(Signed) Ottis Hewett 
My commission expires Jan. 3, 1943. 


The above affirmed statement, to- 
gether with many other evidences, proves 
conclusively that the Church of God 
was not founded by A. J. Tomlinson, 
but that he joined the Church. The rec- 
ords show that in 1923 he was impeached 
from office and excluded from _ the 
Church because of conduct unbecoming 
to a minister. Since that time the Church 
of God has had a wonderful growth. Fi- 
nancial burdens which almost threatened 
the overthrow of the Church, were taken 
care of and today all financial obliga- 
tions of the Church have become an ac- 
cepted obligation of love and service and 
are easily taken care of by those who are 
loyal and true to the organization which 
has stood the test through the years, and 
who will be loyal and true through the 
years to come, in acknowledgment of 
the great floodtide of blessings that has 
come by their so being.

Incidently, we had to go through two 
other offices before reaching the office of 
the Secretary of State; and when we re- 
turned through the offices of the under- 
secretaries, one of the secretaries asked 
Mr. Kefauver, “Whom did he tell you to 
see next?” 

Mr. Kefauver replied, ““He didn’t tell 
us to see anyone else.” 

Whereupon the secretary, apparently a 
bit surprised, said, “Well, then he is go- 
ing to give the matter his personal at- 
tention.”
